FIGHT OVER LOVE 
LETTERS AT TRIAL 
IN POET'S MURDER 


Defense Seeks to Force 
Prosecution to Produce 
Notes of Mrs. Doke and 
Writer, Her Admirer. 


By the Associated Press. 

WOODLAND, Cal., Nov. 3.—Seiz- 
ing an opening left by the State, 
the defense began an effort yester- 
day to produce the love letters of 
Lamar Hollingshead and Helen 
Louise Doke in the trial of Judson 
C. Doke for the murder of the stu- 
dent poet. 

Arthur C. Huston Jr., counsel for 
Doke, called District Attorney Ches- 
ter C. McDonald to the witness 
stand, drew an admission from him 


that he had possession of the curre- 
spondence and prepared a subpena 
to force him to produce the letters 
in court. The move came after de- 
fense disclosure out of court of a 
new batch of letters it said was 
written by Mrs. Doke to the young 
poet. 

The State at the same time made 
further efforts to link Doke direct- 
ly with the killing of Hollingshead 
on a ranch near here last summer. 
A prosecution attempt to introduce 
the death-bed statement of Hol- 
lingshead provoked a dispute, with 
the result that Judge Neal Chal- 
mers dismissed the jury until Mon- 
day, while lawyers argued over the 
statement. 

Suit Filed Against Doke. 

Another development during the 
day was the filing of a suit in Oak 
land by the City of San Leandro, 
‘which Doke served as a milk inspec- 
‘tor, against Doke and his bonding 
company to recover $1612.97, alleged 
to have been appropriated by Doke 
to his own use. 

On the witness stand for the pros- 
ecution, Deputy Sheriff Forrest 
Monroe, who talked to Doke after 
the killing, said Doke declared he 
had intended to shoot into the 
floor, evidently to frighten’ the 
poet, but instead the bullet pierced 
the youth’s abdomen. He died sev- 
eral hours later. Monroe identified 
a revolver as the death weapon. 

He said Doke in his story of the 
shooting began by saying he had 
gone to the ranch because he had 
found out about a letter-writing 
“spree” between the youth and his 
wife. Doke, Monroe said, wished to 
exchange the letters his wife had 
received for those Hollingshead 
had in his possession. He also want- 
ed to obtain a letter from Hollings- 
head, saying it was all off’’ and he 
did not desire Mrs. Doke. Holiings- 
head, the story continued, started 
n-| to write the letter, putting down the 
date and then turned around, say- 
ling he would rather be shot than 
to do so. 

Letters of Mrs. Doke. 

Among the letters written to the 
poet by the woman was one in 


which Mrs. Doke told of disclosing 
her secret affair to her father. “I’ve 
told him the truth,” it said. “He 


thinks we should turn ourselves to 
work and let things work out slow- 
ly and gradually without hurting 
Judson again. It is true—we must— 
and I have already begun writing 
again. I will copy several things 
for you tonight,” 

Another letter dated Centralia, 
Wash., explained the writer had 
gone there with her husband while 
jhe visited his former wife, from 
| 7hom he was divorced and by whom 
‘he had two children. The .etter 
continued: “At half-past eight to- 
‘night I will wait by my tall cark 
hedge for your thoughts to reach 
me. We will be en rapport.” 

In another letter Hollingshead 
was urged to speed his work of 
writing. . Doke wrote: 

“I will give® you courage to take 
the world and méke it yours. I will 
give you the tenderness of a wom- 
an’s heart. I will give you the wis- 
dom of a lover whose lips have 
known every kiss and given none. 
[ will love you forever. 

“Darling! I count the hours until 
I see you! Will you register under 
the name of Slade, so that when I 
telephone and assume a very or- 
dinary conversation it will be quite 
discreet? I will come to you, as it 
will be safer than being seen on 
the streets of Lodi.” 

A letter dated July 16, just 10 
days before Hollingshead was shot, 
expressed longing for him. Anoth- 
er passage read: “I love you pas- 
sionately. I long for you. I want 
to kiss you wildly and without re- 
straint. I will.” 

Still another missive said: “Oh, 
my love—remember the_ exotic 
madness of that impassioned fare- 
well. I am still shaken and left 
drunken with remembrance. My 
senses ruled all the next day.”

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ILLINOIS CENTRAL 
TO RUN FIVE-HOUR 
TRAIN TO CHICAGO 


Places Order for Streamline 
Equipment, Ready for Op- 
eration Next Spring. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 3.—Construction 
of a stream line electrically driven 
passenger train, to make a daily 
round trip between Chicago and 
St. Louis, was ordered yesterday 
by the Illinois Central Railroad. 

L. A. Downs, president of the 
railroad, announced a contract for 
delivery of the train by next spring 
had been awarded to the Pullman 
Car & Manufacturing Corporation, 
Chicago. 

Downs said the train would be 
designed to cut the present running 
time of 6% hours between here and 
St. Louis to five hours. “We'll 
beat five hours with it,” he said 
The distance is about 300 miles on 
the Illinois Central. 

The streamliner, which will cost 
approximately $400,000, will be 
driven by a 1200 horse power Die- 
sel engine. It will include a com- 
bination baggage, mail and ex- 
press car, two coaches and a 
lounge car. The train will be 
built of steel and aluminum and 
will accommodate 150 puassengers.

LETTERS INTRODUCED 


Notes to Her Grandmother 
Are Accepted as Evidence 
by Court.

NEW YORK, Nov. 3—The record 
of evidence in Mrs. Gloria Morgan 


Vanderbilt’s court fight for her 
daughter, Gloria, held letters today 
written by the child at the age of 
7 and expressing unhappiness over 
her life while traveling with her 
mother in Europe. 

The letters were described by 
Justice John F. Carew, who has 
been hearing the evidence behind 
closed doors, as the outpourings'| 
of an unhappy child complaining 
to her grandmother. The letters 
were addressed to Mrs. Laura Kil- 
patrick Morgan, mother of Mrs. 
Vanderbilt, who already has testi- 
fied her daughter was not fit to 
bring up the child. Mrs. Vander- 
bilt seeks to regain custody of her 
daughter from Mrs. Harry Payne 
Whitney, the child’s aunt. 

Under cross-examination yester- 
day Mrs. Vanderbilt said she did 
not believe her daughter could 
have written the letters unless put 
to it by someone else and said 
some of the phrasing was _ too 
mature to be used by a child. 

Earlier in the trial when some 
of the heiress’ letters expressing 
affection for her mother were in- 
troduced, Mrs. Emma Keislich, the 
child’s nurse, testified under ques- 
tioning by counsel for Mrs. Whit- 
ney, that no importance was to be 
attached to these expressions of af- 
fection because she had dictated 
them to the child as the sentiments 
her mother would expect her to 
express. 

Justice Carew also ruled yester- 
day that letters written by George 
W. Wickersham and Thomas B. 
Gilchrist, guardians of the child’s 
estate, to Mrs. Vanderbilt were ad- 
missible as evidence and that she 
could therefore be questioned about 
them. The letters are understood 
to criticise her conduct. Mrs. Van- 
derbilt’s attorney fought to have 
the letters excluded on the ground 
that they were privileged communi- 
cations between lawyer and client. 

Though Mrs. Whitney’s attorney, 
Herbert C. Smyth, had said he 
would spend only two hours cross- 
examining Mrs. Vanderbilt, he 
spent the day at it and still has 
some hours to go Monday. In addi- 
tion, Mrs. Vanderbilt still has six 
witnesses waiting to testify for her.

MISS PERKINS PREDICTS JOBS 
INSURANCE AT NEXT CONGRESS 


Also Thinks Old Age Pensions Will 
Be Included in Program of 
Social Legislation.

DES MOINES, Ia., Nov. 3.—Pas- 
sage by the next Congress of so- 
cial insurance legislation that will 
include not only job insurance but 
old age benefits as well was pre- 
dicted by Miss Frances Perkins, 
Secretary of Labor, in an address 
last night before the Iowa Teach- 
ers’ convention. 

“Social insurance is the most 
important phase of the program 
being worked out by President 
Roosevelt’s Committee on Econom- 
ic Security,” she declared. “It is 
being designed to follow other re- 
covery measures so that devasta- 
tion will be lessened in possible 
future depressions.” 

The committee of which Miss 
Perkins is chairman, is preparing 
to suggest a long-range program, 
she said, to provide’ security 
against mass poverty and paralysis 
of buying power.

CHARGES REFUTED 


Faculty Committee Finds “‘No 
Foundation in Fact” That 
Instructor Was Drunk. 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Nov. 3.—Dr, 
Frederick <A. Middlebush, acting 
president of the University of Mis- 
souri, today said a recent charge 
by Miss Louise Luckey, 20-year-old 
student, that a faculty member here 
had “attended classes almost too 
intoxicated to stand” was “without 
foundation in fact.” 

Miss Luckey, a graduate student 
prominent in campus social and re- 
ligious activities, made the accusa- 
tion in a speech last week before a 
Baptist student conference in Mem- 
phis, Tenn. She also charged uni- 
versity students failed to live up to 
Christian ideals of morality and 
were limited in their conduct “only 
by what they can get away with.” 
Dr. Middlebush said a careful in- 
vestigation by a faculty committee 
had disclosed that the instructor in- 
volved “not only conducted the class 
in question.in an efficient and or- 
derly manner, but also that he had 
conducted a class during the previ- 
ous hour in the same efficient and 
orderly manner.” 

“The report upon which Miss 
Luckey based her statement, she 
admits, came to her at third hand,” 
Dr. Middlebush said. ‘The univer- 
sity authorities do not question Miss 
Luckey’s sincerity; but they regret 
that, however good her intentions 
were, she should have been the di- 
rect or indirect means of broadcast- 
ing a statement which she had not 
substantiated.” 

Miss Luckey today declared she 
had no intention of singling out the 
University of Missouriin her speech. 

“I was trying to present social 
conditions on campuses in general, 
but because I was born here and 
have lived here almost all my life, [ 
am more familiar with conditions on 
this campus than any other, and 
therefore I drew upon it for imy il- 
lustrations, believing them to be 
true. 

“I feel that the university author 
ities have made a fair investigation, 
and I feel that the evidence which 
they have found does not substan- 
tiate my statcment about the in- 
structor.”

He reported there were many 
vexing problems in the effort to 
obtain compliance with code re- 
quirements, adding “any criticism of 
delays caused by deliberation in 
action would be unwarranted. Co- 
operation between ail concerned 
called for a sympathetic under- 
standing and adjustment of many 
different points of view. 

“In recent weeks, however, rapid 
progress has been made in co-or- 
dinating many Government activi- 
ties and I am particularly glad to 
say that effective co-operation has 
been definitely promoted by a se- 
ries of understandings reached be- 
tween representatives of NRA and 
other Federal agencies. 

“The problem of compliance with 
codes of fair competition has been 
receiving. intensive and continuous 
consideration. It can now be stated 
that a very good understanding ex- 
ists between the NRA and the De- 
partment of Justice as to methods 
and policies in the enforcement of 
code requirements.”

PASTOR'S ADDRESS 


IN RADIO CAMPAIGN 


FOR ANDERSON 


The Rev. C. Oscar Johnson 
Declares County Prose- 
cutor’s Re-election Would 
Be Answer to Crooks. 


A minister’s plea for the re-elec- 
tion of Prosecuting Attorney C. 
Arthur Anderson of St. Louis Coun- 
ty in behalf of “safety of the home, 
the sanctity of human life and the 
advarce of righteousness along all 
lines’—not for political considera- 
tions—was made over radio station 
KSD last night. 

The speaker was the Rev. Dr. C. 
Oscar Johnson, pastor of the Third 
Baptist Church and former Modera- 
tor of the Northern Baptist Con- 


vention, who explained that the ex- 
traordinary circumstance of the 
recent murderous assault on Ander- 
son had led him voluntarily to 
speak in behalf of the Prosecutor. 

Referring to Anderson's inability 
to make a campaign, because he is 
still in the County Hospital as the 
result of injuries he suffered when 
assailants deliberately forced his 
automobile off a county highway 
and caused it to be wrecked, Dr. 
Johnson added: “What I have been 
saying to you tonight has been in 
behalf of a young man who lies 
yonder in the hospital in a very crit- 
ical, not to say serious condition, 
because in the discharge of his du- 
ties as Prosecuting Attorney he has 
incurred the enemity of that ele- 
ment of society which does not 
choose to be law-abiding and resents 
to the death those who interfere 
with its plans of getting what it 
wants.” 

Recalls Johnson’s Murder. 

Briefly Dr. Johnson reviewed the 
facts of the kidnaping of Dr. Isaac 
D. Kelley and the vigorous steps 
taken by Anderson to _ prosecute 
those indicted for the crime. He 
recalled that the prosecutor had %b- 
tained the conviction of one of those 
indicted, Angelo Rosegrant, only a 
few days before the assault made 
on him by men who followed in a 
large car, as he was driving home at 
night, and narrowly missed causing 
his death. 

As to the circumstances of the 
attack on Anderson, about which 
questioning rumors’ have been 
spread, Dr. Johnson said: 

“All of those facts have been 
substantiated by investigations 
made by capable and conscientious 
individuals and organizations, 
hence my use of them. Mr. Ander- 
son was not drunk, as some have 
charged. He was not asleep, as 
other have stated. The same gang 
who feared what the Negro, John 
C. Johnson, might tell on the wit- 
ness stand, and so had him mur- 
dered, seem to have some fears of 
what C. Arthur Anderson might do 
to them in court.” 

This reference was to the mur- 
der of John C. Johnson, Negro 
farmer, after he had confessed that 
it was in his home near St. Charles 
that the kidnapers first kept Dr. 
Kelley, and had named Rosegrant, 
Felix McDonald and Bart Davit, 
defendants in the case, as among 
the physician’s captors. 

Above Party Considerations. 

Impressing upon his listeners that 
the matter transcended all political 
party considerations and called for 
courageous performance of the 
duties of citizenship, Dr. Johnson 
said: 

“T am well aware that my action 
in this matter will be misunder- 
stood by some, but my friends will 
not fail to see my viewpoint and 
will appreciate my stand. in favor 
of supporting any public official, 
regardless of party affiliation or 
other connection, who honestly 
tries to fulfill the obligations im- 
posed upon him by the oath of his 
office whatever the cost may be.” 

He explained that he had _ no 
personal interest in Anderson, hav- 
ing talked to him only once, and 
that since the prosecutor had been 
in the hospital; also that he had 
only one brief conversation, and 
that about a week ago, with Ander- 
son’s Republican opponent, Robert 
B. Denny. 

“I do not want to be misunder- 
stood,” Dr. Johngon continued, “as 
asserting that unless Mr. Anderson 
is re-elected there is no one else 
upon whom we can cepend. I have 
heard only the finest things of his 
opponent and I am sure the people 
could count on him to do his duty 
if he were elected, but to desert a 
brave soldier, wounded in the battle 
by such a cruel enemy, seems to 
me to be the wrong thing to do just 
now. On the other hand, to re- 
elect him with the largest majority 
ever given a candidate would have 
a wholesome and deterring influ- 
ence upon the lawless and criminal- 
ly minded.” 

“Crooks Stick Together.” 

Emphasizing that his attitude was 
purely non-political, Dr. Johnson 
said he would gladly take the same 
stand for Anderson’s opponent if 
he were involved under the same 
circumstances and for the same rea- 
sons. 

“I am convinced,” he continued, 
“that it is of great importance that 
St. Louis County return Mr. Ander- 
son to this office now, for to defeat 
him would be interpreted by these 
vicious criminals as a victory for 
them, regardless of who might take 
his place. 

“Crooks can be counted on to 
stick together and to go to any ex- 
treme to accomplish their purpose, 
but the law-abiding and peace-lov- 
ing citizens too often leave one of 
their own, who has risked his life 
in their behalf, to dfe unattended on

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STATE AUTO TAGS 
ISSUED IN CITY UP 
31 PER CENT SO FAR 


Official Attributes Gain to 
Lower Rates and Improved 
Business Conditions. 


An increase of 31 per cent in the 
number of State automobile licenses 
issued in St. Louis so far this year 
is attributed by W. E. Dexter, in 


charge of the license bureau, to 
lower rates for the tags, and im- 
proved business conditions. 

“A lot of the plates we have is- 
sued,” Dexter said, “have been put 
on $10 automobiles that were gath- 
ering rust in back yards during the 
depression. Their owners now have 
jobs, and have put the cars back in 
service, to get cheap transportation 
to and from work.” 

So far this year 191,711 State 
licenses have been issued from the 
St. Louis office against 142,699 for 
all of last year, and 149,118 for 1932. 
Many residents of St. Louis County 
obtain their auto licenses in St. 
Louis. 

On the basis of St. Louis city 
‘license stickers tne increase this 
year over last is 29 per cent, but 
the total is only slightly larger than 
two years ago. City licenses issued 
so far this year total 145,724. In 
1933 the total was 103,509, and in 
1932, it was 142,580. 


SOCIALISTS ANNOUNCE PLAN 
FOR NATIONALIZED INDUSTRY 


Party Headquarters Gives Out 

Booklet as “Sharp Challenge 

to New Deal from Left.” 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 3.—Publication 
of a brochure, “The Commonwealth 
Plan,” which national headquarters 
of the Socialist party says fore- 
shadows “a sharp challenge to the 
New Deal from ‘the left,’ was an- 
nounced last night by the head- 
quarters here. 

Written by Paul Porter, National 
Labor secretary of the party, the 
booklet suggests these innovations 
as an alternative to the New Deal: 

Complete nationalization of pub- 
lic utilities, banks and basic in- 
dustries, including steel, textiles 
and automobiles; an agricultural 
marketing association to buy all 
staple products direct from farm- 
ers and to operate dairies, packing 
plants, and other processing agen- 
cies; and a board to co-ordinate 
the public corporations, in which 
labor would be represented and 
which would manage the national- 
ized industries. 

Owners of the industries taken 
over, Porter suggested, would be 
compensated by non-interest bear- 
ing bonds to be liquidated in 20 
years. 

Porter wrote: “We Socialists are 
sharply opposed to the artificial 
scarcity fostered by the NRA and 
the AAA. We want to operate fac- 
tories and farms at full capacity 
in order to give every one a job 
and an income that will purchase 
the comforts of life.” 


FEDERAL RESERVE HAS LENT 
ONLY $6,149,000 TO INDUSTRY 


Applications for $280,000,000 Avail- 
able Total Only $131,- 
412,000. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Millions 
of dollars which the Federal Re- 
serve Banks have offered to lend 
to industry went begging today. 

The last Congress empowered the 
banks to lend about $280,000,000 for 
working capital in an attempt to 
make the wheels of industry spin 
faster. Invitations to borrowers to 
step forward were given wide pub- 
licity; in some districts appeals 
were broadcast over the radio. 

But a survey showed today that 
up to Oct. 24, applications for the 
loans amounted to only $131,412,000, 
less than half the amount avail- 
able. Up to Oct. 31, the banks had 
approved loans totaling about $25,- 
000,000, with advances actually paid 
out amounting to $6,149,000. Many 
other loans are under considera- 
tion.

For Senate, Truman, Boss 
Pendergast’s Choice, 
Faces Patterson, G.O.P. 
‘Stand-Patter.’ 


Voters in Missouri will choose 
next Tuesday between Harry 5S, 
Truman, selection of Tom Pender- 
gast, Democratic boss in Kansas 
City, and of late in an extensive 
part of rural Missouri, and Senator 


Roscoe C. Patterson, a Republican 
of the old “stand pat” type, in the 
election of a United States Senator. 

Patterson was unopposed for the 
nomination in the Republican pri- 
mary. Truman, with two oppo- 
nents, defeated Congressmag John 
J. Cochran, who ran second by 40,- 
745 plurality, getting one-third of 
his vote in Jackson County, where 
the Pendergast organization held 
the vote of Cochran and the third 
candidate, Congressman Milligan, 
to a mere 7 per cent of the total. 

Records of Candidates. 

Patterson, 58 years old, is nearing 
the end of a first term in the Sen- 
ate, having been elected in the 
Hoover landslide in 1928. He served 
one term in the House of Represen- 
tatives, going in with his party can- 
didates in the Harding landslide of 
1920. He was. United States Dis- 
trict Attorney in the western dis- 
trict of Missouri under appointment 
of President Coolidge, a_ position 
which he resigned to take his scat 
in the Senate. 

Truman, 50 years old, has been 
Presiding Judge of the County Court 
of Jackson County since 1926. Pre- 
vented from entering West Point 
because of weak eyes, after com- 
pleting his high-school course, Tru- 
man had several occupations as a 
young man. He was timekeeper for 
a railroad construction gang, a bank 
clerk and operator of a 600-acre 
farm in Jackson County, owned by 
members of his family. He served 
in France as a Captain and after 
the war was in the haberdashery 
business in Kansas City. 

Important Places to Be Filled. 

Important positions to be filled in 
the election are two vacancies on 
the Supreme bench. For Division 
No. 1 the nominees are Judge John 
T. Fitzsimmons, Democrat, of St. 
Louis, and Judge Walter A. Higbee 
of Lancaster. Judge Fitzsimmons, 
now serving as a Supreme Court 
Commissioner, with duties virtually 
the same as those of the elected 
judges, has practiced law in St. 
Louis since 1899 and has served as 
a Circuit Judge. He is 65 years old. 

Judge Higbee has been Judge of 
the Thirty-seventh Circuit eight 
years. He is 53 years old and was 
admitted to the bar in 1905. 

Although a very large part of the 
litigation reaching the Supreme 
Court goes from St. Louis, none of 
the present Judges is from St. Louis 
and Judge Fitzsimmons is the only 
St .Louis candidate for the court. 

In Division No. 2 of the Supreme 
Court, the candidates are Judge C. 
A, Leedy Jr. of Kansas City, Dem- 
ocrat, now a Supreme Judge under 
appointment by Gov. Park to serve 
until this election and Judge 
Laurance M. Hyde, Republic- 
an, of Princeton, now a Svu- 
preme Court Commissioner. The 
election to this division is for eight 
years, the remainder of the term of 
Judge C. A. Burney, who died soon 
after he became Judge in 1933. 

Judge Leedy was appointed to 
fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Judge Burney. Judge 
Hyde is 42 years old and Judge 
Leedy is 39. 

For State Superintendent of 
Schools, the only other State office 
to be filled in this election,the can- 
didates are Lloyd W. King of Mon- 
roe City, Democrat, and Don E., 
Matthews of Sullivan, Republican. 
Through the opposition of the Pen- 
dergast organization in Kansas City 
to Charles A. Lee, Superintendent 
for the past 12 years, King won the 
nomination over Lee. 

King is Superintendent of Schools 
in Monroe City and Matthews is 
superintendent in Sullivan.

SYMPHONY SEASON ' 
OPENS IN AUDITORIUM 


Vladimir Golschmann Begins 
His Fourth Year as Res- 
ident Conductor. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

The St. Louis Symphony orches- 
tra started a new season and a 
new phase of its career yesterday 
afternoon at the Municipal Audi- 
torium in the presence of an audi- 
ence containing the greatest num- 
ber of paid subscribers in the his- 
tory of the organization. The or- 
chestra—stronger by five additional 
men with five more to come—had 
an added richness and brilliance. 
The new soloists all made favor- 
able impressions. The orchestral 
discipline was good and Vladimir 
Golschmann, who began his fourth 
season as resident conductor, pre- 
sided over the afternoon’s proceed- 
ings with his usual high spirits and 
fine musical sense. 

It was altogether a happy occa- 
sion despite the fact that the pro- 
gram was largely a parade of war 
horses. The senescent charms of 
Dvorak’s “New World Symphony” 
were hardly calculated to keep a 
seasoned concert goer on the edge 
of his chair. But the very famil- 
iarity of the program made it pos- 
sible for one to attend all the 
more closely to the playing of the 
band and to its acoustical reception 
in the new hall. 

Additions to Personnel. 

It is already possible to report 
that the additions to the personnel 
have made the orchestra a better 
and more resourceful instrument. 
The new first desk men have yet 
to prove themselves but to the ex- 
tent that they were heard yester- 
day gave evidence of being equal to 
the demands that will be made up- 
on them. As Weber’s “Oberon” 
overture was the first number on 
the program it fell to the lot of 
James Stagliano, the new first 
horn, to sound the first three notes 
of the season. He produced then 
and later an interesting tone, even 
though his playing in the Ravel 
“Pavane for a Dead Child” was-a 
little tense. Pierre Mathieu, the 
new first oboe, also disclosed a 
good tone quality, sweet and vi- 
brant, without being too penetrat- 
ing, and his style was free, well 
articulated and informed by an 
intelligent sense of the phrase. 

The acoustic properties of the 
hall gave an added brightness to 
the ensemble and to the several 
choirs. The trumpets were almost 
too bright. The whole brass choir, 
in fact, was a little too much in 
evidence during forte passages, but 
this was unquestionably a phenom- 
enon of the moment which will he 
adjusted as Mr. Golschmann gets 
the “feel” of the hall. 

The orchestra played back of the 
proscenium against a special back- 
drop, walls and ceiling. 

Other Pieces Heard. 

Besides the “New World Sym- 
phony,” “Oberon” overture and 
Ravel’s “Pavane” the orchestra pre- 
sented Moussorgsky’s “Night on 
Bald Mountain” and closed with 
Wagner’s “Tannhauser” overture. 
The whole program was presented 
to everybody’s apparent satisfaction 
with the possible exception of the 
Largo of the symphony. The FEn- 
glish horn solo as executed by Mr. 
Hicks missed the obvious poetic 
quality of the music. 

Mayor Bernard Dickmann made 
a short speech before the concert 
in which he cafled attention to the 
ancient and honorable history of 
the orchestra and the new cultural 
possibilities it would have.

There’s no sweeter music to the 
ears of a coach than the “clicking” 
sound of a football scoring * m#® 
chine in operation. Last night, be- 
fore 5000 spectators at Walsh Me- 
morial Stadium, Coach Muellerleile 
heard this pleasing harmony as his 
Billikens defeated the Missouri 
School of Mines eleven, 25 to 0. 

Single touchdovns in each of the 
four periods with one converted 
extra point brought victory while 
the usual strong Billiken defense 
prevented the Miners from crossing 
the Blue and White goal line. St. 
Louis now has played five games 
and still is undefeated though its 
record is marred by two tie games, 
In the five games but one touch- 
down has been scored against the 
Billiken defense and last night's 
point total was within two of that 
scored in the four previous con- 
tests. In fact, last night's victory 
produced as many touchdowns for 
St. Louis as did the first four en- 
gagements. 

Billikens Superior. 

There was no question as to the 
superiority of the Billikens, who 
took command from the very start 
even though a team with a very 
sophomoric tinge opened hostilities. 
During the game, St. Louis made 
17 first downs to but three for the 
Miners and the winners gained 357 
yards by rushing to 82 for the op- 
position. St. Louis again was alert 
on pass-defense, intercepting six of

lowing only one to be completed. 
This netted just 10 yards while the 
three completed heaves of the nine 
tried by St. Louis were good for 
62 yards. 

The score might well have been 
greater as the Billikens were pen- 
alized 105 yards and some of these 
stopped drives which probably 
would have produced at least three 
more touchdowns. 

Only once was the Miners’ team 

dangerous. That was in the third 
period when Hurley fumbled on 
his own five-yard line and Pfeiffer 
recovered. The first play was good 
for three yards, a cross-buck was 
stopped cold, a fumble lost seven 
yards and a final fourth-down des- 
perate pass was intercepted. 
Carl Wood, a fine running back 
who has earned a place with the 
first-stringers, scored two touch- 
downs, one in the first quarter on 
a 15-yard dash which culminated a 
steady 47-yard march by the Billi- 
kens and the other when he re 
ceived a pass from Kane in the end- 
zone in the fourth quarter. The 
second period touchdown was made 
by Kane after a Rolla fumble on 
the 17-yard line and the other score 
was made by Hurley on a 37-yard 
cut-back dash. 

It was the best showing the Billi- 
kens had made all season on the 
offense while the sterling defense 
was kept to standard. At that, 
there is still room for improve- 
ment on attack and real improve 
ment will be needed for the St, 
Louis team faces three very diffi- 
cult opponents in Marquette, Kirks- 
ville Teachers and Washington Uni- 
versity in compleating its sched- 
ule.

Old English Plum Pudding. 

One-half pound of raisins. 

One-half pound of currants. 

One-fourth pound chopped, can- 
died orange and lemon peel, mixed. 

One-half cup of chopped blanched 
almonds. 

One-half pound of light brown 
sugar. 

One-half 
crumbs. 

One-half pound of suet, chopped 
fine. 

One-fourth teaspoon of salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon each of nut- 


pound of soft bread 


One tablespoon of lemon juicc. 

One teaspoon of vanilla. 

Cream the butter, then add the 
Bugar and the well beaten egg 
yolks and the milk. 

Cook over hot water until the mix- 
ture thickens. Add the fiavoring 
and the whites, beaten until very 
stiff.

Beat three egg yolks slightly, add 
one-half cup of sugar, one-fourth 
teaspoon of salt, one teaspoon wf va- 
nilla and one cup of milk. Remove 
crusts fro ma fine-grained loaf of 
bread and cut in third-inch slices. 


One and one-half tablespoons of 
butter. 

Two small eggs. 

One-half cup of milk. 

Two teaspoons of baking powder. 

One-fourth teaspoon each of cin- 
namon and nutmeg. 

One teaspoon of salt. 

One teaspoon of vanilla. 

From one and three-fourths to two 
cups of flour. 

Cream thé butter and sugar. Beat 
the eggs until light, and combine 
mixtures. Add alternately the milk 
and vanilla with the flour, sifted 
with the baking powder and spices, 


then if necessary add more flour 80 


as to be able to roll out. Place in 
refrigerator a few moments to chill. 
Pinch a small piece of dough and 
knead slightly, at and roll out to 
one-fourth inch thickness. Cut with 
doughnut cutter. Fry a few at the

Sift the flour, salt and pepper 
irito a bowl. Hollow a place in the 
center, and pour into it the scalded 
milk and beat to a smooth batter. 
Beat three eggs until very light and 
beat them into the batter a little 
at a time, and one-half oup of drip- 
ping.

Bake in a 
very hot oven for a few minutes, 
then reduce heat and bake about 
20 minutes longer. Cut in pieces 
and surround roast.

| AN EXPERT on CHILD FEEDING

OES your child refuse his food? 

Does he go into a tantrum at 

the very sight of his milk and 
vegetables, or does he only want 
to eat the things he likes? 

Are you the type of mother who 
is over-anxious as to his food 
habits? Do you nag at him to eat 
and when he doesn’t, do you send 
him to bed without his supper? If 
so, it is you who are at fault—not 
the child. 

According to Miss Ruth Kahn, 
chief of the food clinic of Wash- 


ington University Medical School 
Clinics and consultant of the St. 
Louis Hospital Social Service and 
Allied Hospitals, the majority of 
children have faulty food habits not 
because of the lack of food, but be- 
cause of the lack of knowledge on 
the part of the parents.

This 
block contained the only known 
tete-beche pair of this stamp. Bid- 
ding started at a low figure, was 
jumped by dealers and collectors 
several hundred dollars at a time, 
and was finally sold for $6250. Ar- 
thur Hind originally bought’ this 
block at the autcion of the Ferrari 
collection. 

The next highest sale was a pair 
of unused one franc carmine of the 
same year which sold for $1000. 
This also was formerly a part of 
the Ferrari collection. 

The greatest arity among the 
Colonial stamps was a stamp on) 
the original envelope from the 
Island of Reunion. This was a 30 
centimes black on bluish paper is- 
sued in 1852. It brought $1450. The 
next highest price in the Colonials 
was $1375 for a mint sheet of 50-80 
centimes carmine issued in 1891 by 
Guadeloupe. This sheet contained 
some very rare errors such as the 
misspelling of the name of the 
country with an “n” in place of the 
first “u.” In another case a small 
“ge” was used in place of a capital. 
This also came from the Ferrari 
collection. 

Another rare item wads a pair of 
40 centimes black on blue postage 
due stamps issued in 15/7 by the 
Vvest Indian Island of Guadeloupe.
